Under study for several years, it is the 
first time voters will have a chance to 
speak on the matter and decide on whether 
this will be the manner in which Andover 
will solve its solid waste problems of the 
future. 

Another item would allow transfer of 
land at the playstead to the Andover Hous- 
ing Authority for construction of another 
elderly and handicapped housing project. 
The authority now operates three such 
facilities in addition to the Veterans Hous- 
ing units off Morton street. 

The additional facility would be funded 
by the state and would assist in meeting 
the many applications from senior citizens 
now awaiting vacancies in existing units. 

Completion of the River Road 
reconstruction now underway would be 
facilitated through approval of an article 
seeking Chapter 90 funding for the work. 

The project would not cost the town any 
m oney, but before state and county fin- 
dingcan be provided, the voters must ap- 
prove the appropriation locally. 

If there is no action at the October ses- 
sion, the project will be shut down until a 
decision is provided by the annual town 
meeting in the Spring. ; 

Another item of interest asks the voters 
to approve the removal of school 
custodians from civil service status, a 
procedure which has been instituted in 
other departments, particularly in the 
public works sector.

Ina very 
basic sense, the Days of Awe are the most 
personal of the Jewish holy days, speaking 
only incidentally to the community of 
Israel. The message is to each person as 
an individual, requiring all to search his or 
her inner being, life style, values and 
relationships with others. The noble 
ethical values of the Jewish people are 
held up as a yardstick through worship in 
the synagogue, but the responsibility 
remains with the individual. This is a con- 
cept of great sophistication, requiring 
each to exercise remarkable self-control, 
in credible insight and the ability to make 
the necessary changes in life style. 

The origins of Rosh Hashanah as the 
New Year and Yom Kippur as the Day of 
Atonement may be found in the Bible, 
although the Yamin Noraim are really a 
later development in Judaism, 
characteristic of a religion having emerg- 
ed from its agricultural origins. 

The single most telling symbol of Rosh 
Hashanah is the blowing of the shofar, 
cloaked in layers of mysticism and inter- 
pretations over the centuries. Today, the 
shofar calls on Rosh Hashanah morning 
reminding of the serious introspection 
demanded during the coming ten days and 
the sounds of the shofar have a bone- 
chilling effect, reaching to the marrow of 
the human soul.

Earlier in the year the fourth graders had 
conducted a bake sale to raise money for 
Heifer Project. 

Honduras was chosen as the destination 
for the goats as a result of a group of West 
Parish people visiting goat projects there 
in October, 1978. They also visited projects 
in Guatemala and Belize and would be 
happy to share slides of their trip upon 
request. 

In order to receive the goats for their 
families so that they may have fresh milk 
daily, the Honduran women are required 
to build fences and shelters for the goats 
and participate in a training program on 
goat care. This milk gives them the need- 
ed protein to ward off malnutrition,

A good goat gives three or 
four quarts of milk a day, up to a ton of 
milk a year. And every year she has one or 
two kids which means there will be more 
goats, to keep or pass on to others — and 
more milk.

Average Home Sale Price Second Highest In State 


Average home sales price in the Greater 
Lawrence area was second highest in the 
state, according to sales figures for the 
first half of 1979, released by the 
Massachusetts Association of Realtors. 

Massachusetts home buyers beat record 
sales figures for a similar period of the 
previous year, according to the report. 

Only the Greater Boston area was 
higher in average home sales price to the 
Greater Lawrence area. The Boston 
average was $63,185, as compared to the 
local area’s $60,367. The Cape Ann area 
and Greater Salem, Mass., area followed. 

The Association issued its sales sum- 
mary of the 22 Multiple Listing Services 
(MLS) of local Boards of Realtors in 
Massachusetts as a public service to 
reflect existing home market conditions in 
the Commonwealth. 

‘Sellars of existing homes in 
Massachusetts looked particularly good in 
the MLS half-year report with one of the 
highest recorded increases (16.6%) in the 
average price of an MLS-sold home,”’ said 
Association President John M. Peckham 
III of Boston. The price hike was only 3% 
in this period last year over 1977 and up 6% 
in 1977 over 1976. 

The MLS report showed an average 
statewide sales price for existing homes of 
$49,791, up from the $42,678 figure of the 
same period in 1978. 

The lowest average home sales prices 
were reported in the Holyoke-Chicopee 
area ($33,721), New Bedford area 
($36,422), Northern Worcester County 
($37,805), and the Berkshire County area 
($37,883). 

The Association reported, however, that 
the Massachusetts average price of an ex- 
isting home during this period was well 
below the national average sales price of 
$62,316 and the figure reported for the en- 
tire Northeast ($61,750). 

Also favoring the seller during the first 
half of 1979 was a 3.9% decrease in MLS 
listings, or competitive housing stock, 
over the 1978 period. Peckham noted, 
‘‘This is one of the first reports (half-year 
and full year) that showed-such a dip in 
listings. Fully one-half of reporting local 
Boards showed listings down.”’ 

“Although listings were down, sales 
were up by 12% during this period over 
last year’s banner year in real estate 
sales,’’ said Peckham. MLS sales rose 
16.5% in 1978 over 1977, after climbing a 
full 22% in 1977 over the previous year’s 
figures. 

Peckham noted that this year’s increase 
in listing occurred ‘‘despite a shortage in 
morgage funds across kthe state and in- 
terest rates well ilnto the double-digit 
range — usually with points charged. 
Homebuyers realize that waiting for -in- 
terst rates or home prices to drop is a 
risky gamble at best — and one that would 
most likely cost the buyer thousands of 
dollars.’ 

According to the National Associaton of 
Realtors, real estate sales volume 
nationwide, is expected to level off a bit by 
the end of this year, reflecting what many 
now describe as a recession which is 
predicted to end by the spring of 1980. 
Associaton economists expect inflation to 
subside below the present double-digit 
rate, assuming that the Federal Govern- 
ment will control spending and keep the 
Federal deficit below $50-billion. The 
Association prediction also assumes that

the Federal Reserve Board will continue 
to restrain growth of money supply and 
provide stable long-term interest rates. 

Peckham noted several reasons that the 
Massachusetts real estate market has 
been ‘‘healthy.’’ ‘‘First, Massachusetts 
itself is attractive with its high technology 
firms and its educational, health, 
recreational and historic offerings.” 

He added that ‘‘real estate is a par- 
ticularly good investment during an infla- 
tion. While family ilncomes rose 83% 
nationwide in the last 10 years, home 
prices have increased 124%. A home is 
now correctly viewed as a shelter for 
one’s physical and economic health.”’ 

‘‘Finallyo, there simply are more people 
looking for a home investment,’’ said 
Peckham, ‘‘and its not all due to general 
increases in population. Persons born dur- 
ing the post-war baby boom are now enter- 
ing the typical home-buying ages of 25-34 
years old, continuing through the 1980’s. 

“There are more singles than ever 
before wishing to purchase a home. This is 
partly due te a higher divorce rate, partly 
because persons aged 65 and older are liv- 
ing away from their families and ad- 
ditionally because persons are marrying 
later and living alone in the interim.”’ Ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts Office of 
State Planning, the number of households 
is growing faster than the population here. 

“This period has provided a real 
challenge for our members,’’ said the 
Massachusetts Association of Realtors 
president, ‘‘The broker’s role has become 
increasingly important in keeping pace 
with changes in the market and in the 
economy. Realtors help locate financing 
for buyers, help sellers realize the best 
return on their investment, stay on top of 
the vast array of real estate laws and 
regulations while bringing buyers and 
sellers together on mutually-beneficial 
terms. 

Peckham noted that a new influence on 
prices and Realtor services has surfaced 
and that Association members have been 
answering more and more questions about 
home energy efficiency, along with the 
typical ones on nearness to public 
transportation, tax rate, and the like.

Saving 
Geraniums 


Every year at this time, many calls are 
received at the Agricultural Institute from 
area residents who want to save their ger- 
anium plants. After having nurtured their 
plants all summer they feel it a shame to 
let the frost kill them. 

Experience has shown that most 
homeowners are not very successful in 
over-wintering geraniums. The reasons 
are many. Most often poor results occur 
because of the growing conditions that ex- 
ist in modern homes. It is generally, too 
hot, dry and not enough sunlight tokeep the 
plants blooming. However, gardeners 
should not be duscouraged from trying to 
keep their plants. They should realize, 
though, that it will be difficult to obtain 
the same quality plant offered by florists 
in the spring. 

To assist interested homeowners in try- 
ing to save their geraniums, an infor- 
mative fact sheet is available free on re- 
quest. Send for ‘‘Geranium Culture’ to 
Extension Editor, Essex Agricultural and 
Technical Insitute, Hathorne, MA 01937.

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High School Programs Warm; 
The Rest May Be Real Cool 


Andover High is the only public school 
that will remain open — and heated — for 
use by school and community groups, ac- 
cording to a proposal adopted recently by 
the school committee. 

However all public schools will be open 
for use if people can stand the cold, says 
Joan Pearson, director of the Department 
of Community Services which schedules 
use of the facilities. 

Pearson said those shcools will be 
heated one night a month for use by their 
PTO’s and other groups. 

The decision to cut the heat in other 
buildings was mad in the interests of 
economy, she said, at the same time the 
Department (D/CS) set up a fee schedule 
for use of the schools. (School-sponsored 
groups,PTO’s, Scounts and D-CS) itself 
are exempted.) 

She said the department has been asked 
to bring in some $20,000 in revenues — a 25 
percent increase over previous years — 
and that ‘‘we’ve increased charged all 


over the place. This is one of the areas.’’ 

Non-profit groups will pay $10 for use of 
gyms, auditoriums, and the high school 
large group room or cafeteria, but may 
use other facilities at no charge. 
-Non-profit groups that raise money 
from use of a facility will pay $50 for use 
of the high school gym. $25 for the large 
group room, $50 for West/East Jr. High 
auditoriums, $50 for thjeir gyms, $40 for 
other gyms and cafeterias and $10 for all 
other facilities. 

Business groups that raise money as a 
result of using a facility will pay double 
those fees, and business groups that raise 
no money will be charged $20 for gyms, 
auditoriums, cafeterias and the large 
group room, and $10 for all other facilities. 

Non-residents will pay double fees for 
all categories. 

Youth Leagues will be charged $1 per 
gym per night, with full payment made 
upon confirmation of the season schedule. 

Pearson said seasonal rates will be 


arranged for other groupsusing the 
schools on a regular basis. 

She said the one night schools other than 

the high school will be open is up to each 
principal, and they will be availabie to 
other groups on that night unless the 
school has an activity so big — such as an 
open house or dance — thatr nothing else 
can be accomotated. 
She said the schools have first priority for 
use of their facilities, as in the past, but 
that D/CS is urging them to pick a consis- 
tent night. 

The increase in user fees is partly to 
compensate for increased utilities but, 
Pearson said, D/CS considers it more of 
an administrative surcharge to compen- 
sate for the amoutn of staff time they have 
to invest in scheduleing the facilities. She 
said at least one half of one whole 
secretarial position is now required to 
handle requests. 

The department lost one major source 
of user fees with the burning of the Rec. 
Lodge. If the lodge were reconstructed, 
with community needs clearly defined, 
she anticipated they could bring in $5,000 a 
year. 

She said they hoped to have a Rec Lodge 
proposal, with the blessings of the 
Selectmen, in time for the spring town

Current Thoughts 


Just some thoughts on current topics on the Andover 


news scene, beginning with the matter of 


School Buses 


-which are carrying standees this year as the school 
department attempts to meet the budgetary constraints 
placed upon it by town meeting. 

We trust that the school department is acting within 
the law in assigning the students to buses which has 
resulted in the problem of having standees. 

Theremay or may not be a safety factor involved and 
we will leave that up to public safety authorities to 
determine. 

What disturbs us more than just a little, is the reports 
concerning behavior on the buses. Foul and offensive 
language, spitting, slashing seats, are among the com- 
plaints that drivers have reported to school authorities. 

Such action should not be tolerated, and the drivers be 
accorded the privilege to take disciplanary action 
against offenders. 

We have little reason to‘doubt that such activity takes 
place on the buses. One only has to be in the presence of 
groups of some young people at sporting events, or any 
gathering place to hear first hand the offensive 
language which was referred to before the school com- 
mittee a week ago. 

The school department has a number of things for 
which it is responsible. School busing is among them. 
Safety is an important consideration. 


school bus driver as being a most concerned and respon- 
sible group. Their owner-operated vehicles transport 
thousands to and from classes daily with a prime in- 
terest in the safety of those aboard. To ask them to be 
disciplinarians as well, as placing an additional respon- 
sibility where it least belongs. 


Gravel Pits 
Selectmen have wisely put off a decision on 
introducing a bylaw which would prevent gravel pit 
operations in Andover for commercial use, to the an- 


nual town meeting in the Spring. 

The subject, which can get a bit emotional at times, 
came on the scene rather hurriedly within the past 
month. 

Principal proponents of such a bylaw are those 
residents of the Fosters pond area, where a gravel pit 
operation is disturbing to abutters. 

Adoption of a bylaw at the Fall town meeting would 
not affect current operations in the area, but could have 
a bearing on any renewal procedures. 

No doubt the residents of the area could summon suf- 
ficient numerical strength to get such a bylaw adopted. 

But it seems better to delay the action until Spring 
and allow sufficient time for adequate study of the 
matter. 

Over a decade ago, Andover faced many problems 
dealing with gravel pits. It was during the period of con- 
struction of both Routes 93 and 495 and selectmen were 


But, one thing that shouldn’t be foisted off on the

Such matters fall under the classification of parental 
responsibility-the teaching of respect for other people 


and property. 


Over the years, Andover can proudly point to its 


constantly plagued by gravel pit problems. 

Continued growth in Andover will result in increasing 
regulation of gravel removal operations. 

Time to study the problem and come up with some 
good regulations, as well as determining the legality of 
such measures would appear to be more beneficial than 
rushing through a prohibitive bylaw at this time.

WASHINGTON -- A 
touchy question being guard- 
edly discussed in the cloi- 
stered cloakrooms of Con- 
gress these days is whether 
pists are computer crooks 

rating on the floor of the 

House of Representatives. 
There is undisputed evi- 
dence that members have 
been recorded on the auto- 
mated voting system when 
they were hundreds of miles 
away. 

House leaders are now 

seriously concerned there 
are imposters in the House 
or a snafu in the computer. 
They fear a potential ‘‘phan- 
tom voting” scandal is brew- 
ing. 
When the automatic card 
voting system was installed 
in 1973, it was supposed to 
be foolproof. Each of the 435 
members were given a spe- 
cial individual card which 
the congressman alone was 
to use to cast votes in com- 
puter slots at various areas 
of the chamber floor. 

Last month we learned 
that Democrat Illinois Rep. 
Morgan Murphy reported he 
had been recorded as voting 
six times while he was 600 
miles away in Chicago. 
Subsequently, half a dozen of 
his colleagues told of similar 
foul-ups. It’s against the 
rules for a congressman to 
cast a vote while not physi- 
cally present on the floor. 
Obviously, he’s forbidden to 


give his voting card to any- 


one else. 

After Murphy’s complaint 
the House leadership was 
faced with a sticky dilem- 
ma: either their expensive 
computer gadgetry was on 
the blink or members were 
handing over their cards to 
colleagues or someone else 
to vote in their stead. 

The General Accounting 
Office, on quiet instructions 
from Speaker Tip O'Neill, 
ran a full check-up of the 
computer machines.

“buddy system’ may be 
operating whereby a mem- 
ber slips his card to another 
congressman to punch in for 
him on a vote. On many 
minor bills, this would mere- 
ly allow the absentee to 
maintain a public record of 
being present on every vote 
taken. 

But on close votes, the 
phantom voting could be 
decisive and lead to disas- 
trous legal consequences. 
Laws passed under such 
devious circumstances could 
come under serious chal- 
lenge in the courts and be 
nullified on grounds of ille- 
gal enactment. 

The House Ethics Com- 
mittee has been asked to 
look into the situation. The 
inquiry is currently center- 
ing on members whose votes 
were recorded on tape when 
they were absent. Whatever 
the explanation, there is ner- 
vousness in the cloakrooms._ 

A New Draft?Congress is 
pitching into debate on a bill 
which would. require 18- 
year-olds to register as 
potential draftees. The 
measure, if passed, would 
affect those with 18th birth- 
days after December 1981. 
They would sign up with 
local draft boards and their 
names would be filed in 
computers should an emer- 
gency military call-up 
become necessary. 

The Pentagon, which is 
sharply divided on the token 
registration proposal, is 
withholding vital informa- 
tion from Congress. The 
Defense Department brass 
is sitting on a detailed 12- 
volume study of mock mobi- 
lization exercises and train- 
ing problems. 

We've seen sections of the 
suppressed report and it 
paints a weak picture of the 
volunteer Army on which 
our Pentagon strategists are 
leaning.

Almost 40 
percent of the repairmen 
and mechanics were unable 
to perform their essential 
tasks. 

Elderly Rip-off: While the 
oil company barons bask in 
higher profits this winter, 
the elderly poor of the 
nation will face ruinous 
heating bills and even the 
prospect of literally freezing 
to death, according to some 
Energy Department experts. 

Here are some economic 
statistics: 

Last January, the average 
price for a gallon of heating 
oil was less than 54 cents. 
Today, it sells for 80 cents 
and by midwinter, the price 
will be higher. 

During the winter of 1974- 
75, meedy senior citizens 
spent 18 percent of their 
meager income for fuel oil. 
This winter, experts esti- 
mate, they'll be ripped off 
for 60 to 90 percent of their 
income to keep warm. 

Last winter, even before 
the gouge began, we went 
behind the statistics and 
came up with these blood- 
chilling examples of what it 
means to be poor and old in 
a winter of heating oil and 
gas profiteering. 

An 84-year-old woman 
incurred a fuel bill of $97 for 
a month. This left her $21 to 
live on out of her $118-per- 
month income. 


An 81-year-old man paid a 
heating bill of $124 from his 
$160 monthly pension. He 
subsisted on only $37 a 
month for food, clothing, 
shelter and other necessi- 


ties. 


WATCH ON WASTE:

Boston’s Museum of Science offers an 
indoor view of the fall season. 

Several of the Museum’s three- 
dimensional scenes called dioramas have 
settings in early autumn, and describe 
what representative wild-life is doing at 
this time of year. 

A nature ramble through the Museum 
begins in the east wing where a first floor 
bay contains two of these dioramas. 


One depicts a Black Bear female with 
two cubs sitting on a rock outcrop at Wild- 
cat Mountain, New Hampshire. Beyond 
the mounted specimens is a realistic 
painted background of Mount Washington, 
Pinkham Notch, and Tuckerman Ravine, 
done by Belmore Browne. The animals, 
which are the only bear species found in 
New England, willl soon enter dens for 
their winter sleep. Not true hibernators, 
they may waken and go out on a warm 
winter day. Now they are at rest, before 
joining the play or seeking out their large- 
ly vegetarian diet. 


Crane’s Beach, Ipswich, is the site of the 
other diorama in the area. Here are 
dozens of shore birds, most of them paus- 
ing on their way south from breeding 
grounds as far north as the Arctic Circle. 
Some are painted in flight; three dozen 
mounted specimens are poised on the 
sand, close to the water. Against a 
backgrolund of sea and sky by famed ar- 
tist Francis Lee Jaques is a replica of a

may use as little as two ee a day of 
energy. 

In the Bird Biology Hall of the east 
wing, a diorama of a fresh water march 
along the Concord River in Massachusetts 
shows 28 different birds, 16 of them 
mounted avians, amid a stand of cattails 
and other marsh plants. Also painted by 
Francis Lee Jaques, the background of 
this diorama includes rolling hills in 
autumn foliage, the V’s formed by birds 
flying southward, and a typical early-fall 
sky. Featured are such migratory ducks 
as the green-winged teals, the iridescently 
plumed wood duck, and the seldom-seen 
Virginia Rail. 

The chipmunk diorama on the basement 
level of the Museum’s west wing may be 
included in the fall stroll because it 
presents a roadside scene in August, not 
too different from its September 
appearance. Painted by James Perry 
Wilson, noted diorama artist, the diorama 
is based on a section of the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation in Melrose. Here one of 
the energetic rodents holds a nut in its 
mouth, while another surveys propsects 
for food in the area. Both are preparing

burrows, which they live on during the 
cold months. By moving seeds and nuts, 
they help to propagate plants, and in turn, 
they become food for snakes, weasels, and 
hawks. 

The bird dioramas are supplemented by 
pushbuttons which turn spotlights on each 
bird. The woodchuck presentation con- 
tains a map showing the construction of a 
burrow, and a diorama, Life in the Soil, 
shows a cross-section of a chipmunk 
burrow.

The mother stands before the 
den she is digging; her offspring is 
stretched out on a rock near a succulent 
meal of rich moss. Unlike bears, 
woodchucks hibernate from October to 
spring. During hibernation, woodchucks’ 
temperatures may drop from 96.8 to 38 
degrees Fahrenheit (36 to about 3 degrees 
Celsius); their respiration may become 
one breath every three minutes; and they

ARTICLE 1. To see whether the Town under and pursuant to authority granted in Gen- 
eral Laws Chapter 40D, Section 21 (G), as amended, will authorize the town manager to 
enter into a contract for operation of a solid waste disposal facility to be established in - 
the Town of North Andover for the disposal of acceptable waste and for the use of by- 
products resulting from the operation of such facilities which contract will: 
1. be for a term of twenty years, more or less; 
2. include provisions for the delivery of minimum amounts of acceptable waste and 
payments for the use of the facilities to be in part thereon; 
3. provide for unit prices for the disposal of acceptable waste that will be graduated 
and for adjustments thereof, for the use or sale of steam, electricity and other by- 
products resulting from the use of the facility, and for credits or payments to the 
Town resulting therefrom, 
4. provide for similar commitments by other communities; 
5. provide for the use by the Town, other municipalities or other persons of the 
uncommitted capacity of such facility; 
6. contain other provisions incidental and related to the foregoing general matters; 
7. be generally in the form of the proposed contract (copies of which are on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk and the Town Manager where they may be examined during 
office hours) negotiated by representatives of the member communities of the 
North East Solid Waste Committee (NESWC) with such changes therein as may be 
approved by the Board of Selectmen; and, 
8. or enter into some other contract for the disposal of solid waste with this or any 
other disposal facility under such terms and conditions more favorable to the Town 
of Andover as the Selectmen may determine.

Clark’s remarks were part of a discussion 
of the Merrimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission student enrollment projection, 
issued last Thursday to the schoo! building 
committee. 

The MVPC report set school enrollment 
for 1983 at 5181, which is 46 less than the 
5227 predicted by Joseph Baglio in the May 
1979 update of his student population pro- 
jection. 

The school building project is being 
planned around 1983 projections. 

Beyond 1983, the difference between the 
two projections increases, with MVPC 
predicting 980 fewer enrolled students 
than Baglio by 1989. 

“The town of Andover would be advised 
to carefully consider future building plans, 
except those needed as replacement 
facilities,’ the MVPC report said. ‘‘Ad- 
ditionally, it may be prudent to examine 
present facilities with regard to alter- 
native uses. 

The report predicts that the total pop- 
ulation of Andover will grow from about 
27,000 now to about 40,000 by 2010, but that 
the school-age population will remain 
relatively steady. The report offered an 
explanation for this: 

“‘Andover’s projected population in- 
creases will primarily be a result of in- 
migration. Due to the high cost of housing 
in Andover, it is not anticipated that in- 
migrants will consist of new families with 
young children.”’ 

The MVPC expects families with older 
children to better afford Andover housing. 
This is how they explain stable high school 
enrollment and declining enrollment in the 
elementary grades. 

The school building committee will have 
had two weeks to study the MVPC report 
when they meete Sept. 27 to discuss it. 

Clark pointed out that both the MVPC 
and Baglio reports project fewer students 
than would have been planned for under 
the 1978 plan to either rebuild or renovate 
East Junior high.

legislature, then to the ballot at a subse- 
quent town or state election. 

The so-called ‘‘fast food article’ model- 
ed after one already in effect in Arlington, 
would give the town the legal teeth to 
“prohibit an operation such as a Dunkin’ 
Donuts,’’ according to Community 
Development Director Rhys Kear. 

If passed, the article would outlaw retail 
food outlets whose product was 1) 
primarily intended for immediate con- 
sumption, rather than for use as an in- 
gredient for a meal to be prepared 
elsewhere; 2) which is available in a short 
waiting time; and 3) which is packaged in 
such a manner that it can readily be con- 
sumed outside the premises where it is 
purchased. 

The bylaw would have no effect on the 
Dunkin’ Donut shop proposed for 
Shawsheen Square. 

At the discretion of the town, special 
permits could be issued to allow such es- 
tablishments to operate in Andover.
